On the floor of both houses of 
the legislature there are re-crimin- 
ations aplenty, and they center 
around Senate Bills No. 6 and No.

These bills are very 
much like those introduced by Sen­ 
ator Stuttle more than a year ago

situation. The voters, by a vote of 
147 to 7, last Saturday at a spec­ 
ial election authorized the town­ 
ship board of trustees to sell the 
two north side buildings. They had 
to be sold or Uncle Sam would not 
contribute any more money to the 
completion oi the new building now 
under construction. 
Work upon the new structure was 
started Dec. IO and records have 
been broken in the speed with which 
the work has been advanced. The 
exterior work is completed and the 
plastering is now' 
being 
done. 
Work in interior trim will start 
next week. 
Due to lack of sufficient compe­ 
tition, bids recently 
opened 
for 
electrical work were rejected and 
the board will open new bids for 
such work June 8. The township 
board of school trustees is advertis­ 
ing the sale of the two buildings in 
this week’s Herald. They must be 
torn down prior to September I. 
Plans to retain the older o f the 
two buildings as a future public li­ 
brary have run up against a stone 
wall by the action of Uncle Sam. 
The newer of the two buildings is 
not in a substantial condition, but 
the old building that was erected 
nearly seventy years ago 
is as 
square and true as when originally 
built in the 1870’s. It is unfit for 
school purposes and is a fire trap, 
but the interior could be remodeled 
for library use, retaining the ar­ 
chitectural beauty of the exterior, 
which is an early American style 
that is now being copied in many 
of the modern buildings. 
The remodeling of the building 
with a new entrance would be ex ­ 
pensive. The only possible tenant 
would be the library board, which 
can not issue bonds nor does the 
small library tax permit the up­ 
keep expense of an 
independent 
building.
